To paraphrase ' the ..Bard, 
Joe the grocer, by any other 
namejs still the fellow who 
sells you groceries. The 
name has changed, but the 
man is the same. 
■ A . name , is a} -symbol— a 

" .means 'of icleritificatioh.- . So 
long as your* intention is not 
to deceive,: or, avoid your 
legal obligations, Illinois law 
provides a simple and speedy 
procedure for changing per- 

' sonal names,- 
Petition Filed 

The first step to acquiring 
a new name ,is- simply to let 
the public know about iit by 
publishing a notice • in" the 
local newspaper. Next, a pe- 
tition asking for a. change 
•of name is filed with the Cir- 
cuit Court. No particular 
reason need be given for 

, wanting to change your 
name; the fact that no one 
but yourself can spell the 
old name probably would be 
sufficient. The last step is a 
decree by the court announc- 
ing the official change. 
, There is no law in .Illinois 
prohibiting a person from 
changing his name several 
times, although eventually a 
judge might question his 
motive. 
Business Names 

In • order to protect the 
public the law is not so lib 
eral with the use of names 
for business purposes. Imag* 
ine the confusion if there 
Were" three department 
stores, all with' a similar 
name, in one town. The. first 
to use a business name usual* 
ly is protected by the courts', 



Corporations In Illinois 
must Identify themselves 
with the familiar "corpora- 
tion," "incorporated" ' or 
"company" after their name. 
Professional associations -of 
doctors, dentists and other 
professional persons must in- 
clude "associated," "associa- 
tion" or "and associates*.' fol- 
lowing the name or names 
tinder which they practice, 
such as VJoc Doe and Asso- 
ciates." 

' These arc but a few of the 
Illinois laws_ govcrnlng_the 
use, of names. As .with all 
laws, their purpose is to pro- 
tect the public— and that in- 
cludes you. 

INSTALLMENT PURCHASE 
CONTRACT? LOOK FOR A 
"CONFESSION CLAUSE" 

Have you ever heard of a 
^confession clause" — other- 
wise known as a "statement 
of confession"? 

Such a clause often ap- 
pears in contracts with con* 
sumer finance companies for 
the purchase of jewelry, fur- 
niture, electrical appliances 
or other goods on the install- 
ment plan. 

■ The "confession clause 1 ' 
means* that you. the signer of 
an installment \ contract, 
agree -that the creditor may 
bring suit against you in 
court without prior notice to 
you or service of a summons. 

The lender may obtain a 
judgment against you and 
perhaps a lien on your prop- 
erty without your being 
aware* that you had , been' 
sued./ 

M^ny confession clauses 
provide that no action' can 
be brought against you un- 
less you, arc in actual default 
of your obligations under I he 
contract, ■ But. some clauses 
permit the lender to . file 
suit and obtain a judgment 
whether or dot you have 
kept up' your payments on 
schedule. 

It is a device which per- 
mits the lender to protect 
his interest by obtaining 
some security, such as a lien, 
as an assurance that the debt 
will be satisfied." 

The confession clause is 
perfectly legal undor Illinois 
law, but it can. become a 
source of trouble. Therefore,

haled, -.however, its fumes 
can cause severe coughing, 
nausea, headache, dizziness 
and possibly' even death. 
, Benzene— Though - benzene 
gives off a "pleasant" odor, 
it is one of the most danger- 
ous of household chemicals. 
Commonly used in paints, 
varnisU_stains and adhesive 
cement, it takes less than a 
tcnllL_of_ an ounce, of this 
chemical in a 10x10x10 'ft: 
ni>n -ventilated room to pro- 
duce ill effects. 

Turpentine ~=--A highly 
flammable solution, this 
cleajnng agent is used - pri- 
marily for thinning paint and 
cleaning brushes. The poten- 
tial danger of turpentine 
depends on its chemical com- 
position and how long and 
ho\f carefully it is stored. 
But, even if the concentra- 
tion of its fumes arc very 
small, repeated exposure 
could affect your kidneys. 
jb.i'uiiin». •■'nrkuiD with .tur- 
pentine, use It outside or In 
a well-vent dated workroom. 
Above all, don't let brushes 
soak in it overnight in an 
open jar.

In attempting to keep cool 
these hot summer days, 
many of the things we try 
may actually make us hotter, 
not cooler.

"KEEP YOUIl SHIRT ON. 
Lightweight clothing protects 
you from the direct rays of 
the ~sun and~heat ~ reflected 
off objects. • Thus, , your 
body absorbs only half as 
much heat as it would if. you 
wore "a bathing suit. It also 
absorbs perspiration, pro- 
tecting ryou from . irritating, 
body salts contained in sweat. 
-^BATHE-IN LUKEWARM 
WATER; Water close .to 
your skin's temperature is 
best suited to cool off your 
body. Hot water can- give 
you an oppressive feeling of 
heat, Cold water, on the 
other hand, will' increase 
your body's, insulation by 
shrinking your-', blood ves- 
sels, y 

And remember: don't, "ov- 
crbathc." Frequent soaking 
in water dries out' your skin 
and curbs perspiration — your 
body's built-in mechanism to 
keep you cool, 

*DRINK PLENTY OF. LIQ- 
U1DS. On a really hot day, 
you can lose 15 quarts of 
water just through perspira- 
tion. So, the more you per- 
spire, the more you should'; 
drink. But don't overdo it 
with iced drinks or alcoholic 
beverages.' Often they'll just 
make you feel hotter. 

*AVOID THE REACH. On 
very hot days, when (lie sun 
beats on the sand, tempera- 
tures at ground level can 
easily soar to 140 degrees. 
Although a dive in the surf 
may cool you off temporarily, 
thc_Jiot sun and "sand may 
producc-morc-hcat than you 
can safely handle. . 

♦AVOID SALT TABLETS. 
Taken without medical super- 
vision, salt (ablets can lead 
to serious trouble. Don't 
worry about salt loss through 
perspiration, ft can easily 
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be restored by an extra 
sprinkle' of the salt shaker at 
mealtime. 

♦SLEEP MORE. During 
hot weather,' your heart and 
circulatory system works 50 
percent harder, so extra rest 
is important. Try to sleep an 
extra hour during tiic hot 
weeks. If you find It diffi- 
cult, to sleep on hot muggy 
nights, put your mattress on 
the. .floor." The hot- air Will 
rise, leaving you surround- 
ed by relatively cool air. 

■►IMPROVE AIR CIRCULA- 
TION IN* YOUR HOME. If 
you don't have an air. condi- 



tioner, put a 12-Inch fan-on' 
the floor ^luring tho day and 
let the breeze bounce off a 
far wall/ At night, set it 
about three "feet from an 
open window, squarely fac- 
ing it and blowing out. .In this 
way, tho fan will blow hot air 
out and suck in cooler air ■ 
through other open -windows. 

Before starting on that Va- 
cation trip, . make . sure your 
tires,' lights, wipers, steering 
and brakes arc-In good work- 
ing order. Take along a first 
aid kit, emergency Glares, a 
flashlight and. make sure you

WHAT'S IN A NAME? 

• A rose, we are told, by an 
other name would • smell, as 
sweet. In a sense; the law 
pfllllnois agrees with Shake- 

• kpeare. 

To paraphrase the ,Barh\ 
Joe the growr, by any "other 
name, is still the fellow- who 
sells you grofceries. ■ The 
name has changed; but the 
man is the same. 
; A name "is.., a symbol— a 
means of identification. So 

• long as your intention is not 
to deceive, or avoid your 
legal obligations, Illinois law 

' provides a simple and speedy 
procedure for changing per- 
sonal names. 

—Petition-Filed 

The first step to acquiring 
a new name is simply to let 
the public know about it by 
publishing a notice in the 
local newspaper. Next, a pe- 
tition asking for a change 
of name is filed with the Cir- 
cuit Court. No particular 
reason need be given ■ for 
wanting to change your 

. name; the fact that no one 
but yourself can spell the 
old name probably would be 
sufficient. The last step is a 
decree by the court announc- 
ing the official change. 

There is no law in Illinois 
prohibiting a^-person— from 
changing his name-several 
times, although eventually a 
judge might question his 
motive. 

Business Names 
In order to protect the 

~ — public the law is not so lib 
. eral with the use\of names 
Jbr business purposes. Imag- 
ine the confusion if there 
were three department' 
stores, all with a similar 
name in one town. The first 
r to use a business name usual- 
ly is protected by the courts. 



Corporations in Illinois 
must identify themselves 
with the familiar "corpora- 
tion," - "incorporated".. . or 
"company" after their, name. 
Professional associations of 
:doctors, dentists and other 
professional persons must in- 
clude "associated," ''associa- 
tion" or "and associates" fol- 
lowing the name or names 
under which they practice, 
such as "Joe Doc and Asso- 
ciates." • ;', 

These are but a few of the 
Illinois laws governing the 
-use of names. As with all 
laws, their purpose is to pro- 
tect the public — and that in- 
cludes you. 

INSTALLMENT PURCHASE 
CONTRACT? LOOK >OR A 
"CONFESSION CLAUSE" . 

• Have you ever heard of a 
"confession clause" -^other- 
wise known as a "statement 
of confession"? 

Such a clause often ap- 
pears in contracts with con- 
sumer finance companies for 
the purchase of jewelry, fur- 
niture, electrical appliances 
or other goods on the install- 
ment plan, . 

The "confession clause" 
means that you, the signer of 
an v '" installment contract, 
agiTECTthatrthe-creditor-may 
bring suit against you in 
court without prior notice to 
you or service of a summons. 
'The lender may obtain a 
judgment against you and 
perhaps a lien on your prop- 
erty without your being 
aware that you had been 
sued. 

Many confession clauses 
provide that no action can 
be brought against you un- 
less you are in actual default 
ofjour. obligations under the 
contract. But. some clauses 
permit, the lender to file 
suit and obtain a judgment 
whether or not you have 
kept-up-your -paymcrits on 
schedule. 

It is a device which per- 
mits the lender to protect 
his interest by obtaining 
some security, such as a lien, 
as an assurance that the debt 
will be satisfied. 

The confession clause is 
perfectly legal under Illinois 
law, but It can become a 
source of trouble. Therefore, 
it is always wise to read the 
fine print of installment pur- 
chase contracts and to be

S. Coast Guard Rescue Co- 
ordination Center in Cleve- 
land dispatched a cutter, an 
airplane, and two patrol boats 
to aid the slricken craft. 

Hours of fruitless search- 
ing later, the officer on duty 
determined that the call was 
a hoax— one of the many 
that plague 'ilie^ Coast Guard 
every year. 

• So far this year alone, the 
Ninth Coast Guard District" 
which encompasses the 
Great Lakes, 'has ;had six of 
these bothersome and highly 
dangerous calls. Four of the 
hoaxes were perpetrated in 
southern Lake Michigan and 
two In Lake. Frie. 
. Fach one necessitates Ihe 
waste of many maiihoUrs of 
labor and many taxpayers' 
dollars, 

In this ease; jdouc, Ihe cut- 
ter, patrol boat's, and airplane 
expended a total of 252 man- 
hours covering a total of 
2,500 square miles— all of It 
wasted.' 

Yet the Coast Guard must 
continue to send craft oul to 
investigate every call for* aid 
it receives, for Hie vast ma- 
jority of them are urgently, 
vitally real. 

One of the great tragedies 
of these false assistance re- 
quests is that thcy.might.be 
endangering the lives of 
those really in distress on 
the Lakes. Hoaxes cause the 
tie-up of men and materials 
that would otherwise be 
available to answer other — 
real — emergency calls.
